True, 
the natural advantages of climate and 
beauty of location are so great here that 
no violent effort is needed to induce 
people to come among us; but we should 
not be longer without a free reading- 
room.

The local newspapers 
there fairly agonize from day to day 
over the incomparable healthfulness of 
the climate and the exhaustless wealth 
of mineral, agricultural aud manufac- 
turing possibilities, etc., o! the entire 
southern country; and the persistent, 
earnest.wholesouled efforts of the enthu- 
siastic people of that city are producing 
visible and permanent results.

Verdict of IVilKUrr.

We, tho undersigned jurors, cmnan- 


ncled to euijuire into tho canto aud cir- 
cumstances of the death of John Murphy, 
do find from the evidence before us that 
tho deceased was aged about 24 years, a 
native of Canada: that he came to his 
death on the llth day of September, A. 
D 1874, between 11 and 12 o'clock p. H., 
in Alameda county, State of California. 


We also find that his death was caused 


by a collision occurring on a switch track 
of the Central 1'acific Railroad, through 
the carelessness of the employees on 
duty.failing to properly repeat the signal 
given for

That mechanics and laboring men are 


turned eway by the hundreds, because 
of the utter scarcity of houses that 
would rent at from S'20 to S:iO per 
month, every one is aware. As regards 
tho additional want of business frosts 
on Broadway—store-rooms of decent 
capacity and finish—the prevailing rents 
are sufficiently significant. How long 
the present state of things will last re- 
mains to b* seen. Oakland is a peculiar 
make.-up.
